Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: principally the reasons of record. Applicant has 
argued that the ordinary artisan would not add an angular actuation device to the Ogawa device as such would be redundant to the 
provisions Ogawa already provides. This argument has been carefully considered but is unpersuasive. In much the same way that 
Debroche et al. provides a means to effect changing of the laydown angle alpha (i.e. rotation of arm 12 around axis 120 - e.g. col. 6, lines 
42-46) yet also contemplates rotation of the core around axis 120 (col. 9, lines 38-52), it is considered obvious to provide the motion 
capability to the toroidal core in the Ogawa device about the axis of correction. Further, it is not necessarily entirely redundant as such 
would allow for example a capability to reduce the movement amount requirements of the laydown device by sharing part of the relative 
movement. Also, to obtain the desired laydown angle, one having ordinary skill in the art would have readily understood that one or the 
other or both of the laydown device and the toroidal core would have to be rotated (i.e. to achieve the necessary relative movement with 
respect to one another). The selection of one from this finite number of alternatives would have been obvious and yield only the predictable 
results. 
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
